H E laft Century has produced fuch a vaft Num- 
ber of Ecclefiaftical Writers , that Dr. du Pin 


found it neceflary to mention only the moft 
Confiderable. He takes no Notice of the Proteftant Au- 
thors inthefe Two Volumes ; which I can hardly afcribe 





t This Bibliotheque, and the New Editions of Epi&tetus and 
Eginhartus,are to be kad at Mr. Paul Vaillant’s in the Strand. 


to any Partiality. I rather believe that he durft not give 
an Account of their Works , or that he defigns to do it 
upon another Occafion. The Author has publith’d Two 
other Volumes for the XVIIth Century, which are aétu- 
ally in the Prefs at Amsterdam. He appears very cautious 
in this Pare of his Bibliotheque ; and I cannot forbear 
faying that it does not fully anfwer my Expeétation. Had 
Dr, du Pin compofed thefe Two Books without any Re- 
ftraint upon him, ‘tis highly probable his Extra&s would 
have been more Curious and Inftructive, and attended 
bo feveral Reflexions which he did not think fit to pub- 

Among the Writers of the XVIIth Century mention'd 
by Dr. Dupin, I fhall only take Notice of Theophilus Ray- 
uaud, and M. Thiers, becaufe the Works of thoie 
Two Learned Men will afford me fome Paflages 
more Curious and more entertaining than thofe of any 
other Author. 


THEOPHILUS RAYNAUD was born in the County of 
Nice, and admitted intothe Society of the Jefuirs at 18 
Years of Age, in 1602. He died at Lyons inthe Year 
1663. That Jefuit writ a prodigious Number of Books, 
which have been printed at Lyons in Nineteen Volumes in 
Folio. He was a Man of a very odd Charaéter , free and 
bold in his Opinions, and extremely Satyrical. The Ti- 
tles of feveral of his Books are very odd , as I fhall fhew 
hereafter. The firft Volume of that Author concerns 
Jefus Chrift. Father Reynaud fays, That the Word made 
Flefh, or a God-Man, is a Divine Anigma, and a Giant com- 
pefed of two Natures. He proves at large that it is a very 
obfcure and indiffoluble Anigma; that the Poflibi- 
lity of it cannot be demonftrated by Reafon ; that Angels 
are not able to apprehend it ; and that Men cannot pre- 
tend to explain it without the Affiftance of the Divine 
Spirit. The Hereticks, fays he., have been fo bold as to 
undertake to dive into that Myftery, but their Explicari. 
onsare all falfe. Tie Author rakes occafion from thence 
to mention the Errors of the Ancient and Modern Here« 
ticks concerning the Incarnation. 

According to the fame Method , Theophilus explains the 
Catholick DoGrine about the Myftery of the Incarnation, 
under the Name of 4 Catholick Explication of the Divine 
ZEnigma, propofed, carefully diftufs'd, and iduftrated with [24 
cred Emblems, ‘ Enodatio Catholica editi divinitus Ainig. 
* matis propofita & accurate difcuffa, fubjunftoque facro- 
‘rum Emblematum apparatu illuftrata) He tréats of the 
Hypoftatical Union, the Perfon of Jefus Chrift, his Two 
Natures, and the Communication of Idioms, whereby 
the Properties of the Human Naturé are afcribed to the 
Divine Legos. Here follow fome of the Emblems, with 
which he adorns thofe Ainigmas. Verbum vefitum, Ver- 
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bum calceatum : Whereupon he mekes this Reflexion, 
Quam pretiofus Verbi calceus Lumanitas | Verbum inequitams ¢ 
which gives him occafion (fays Dr. Dupin) to make feve- 
tal Comparifons, equi > fefforis cum Verbo & humanitate ; 
and to ask, An Chriftus cum Centauro componi queat : Equus 
& eques, apta S symbols humanitatss & Verbi. Verbum negoti- 
ans, Verbum hamatum: Whereby he reprefents Jefus 
Chrift as a Fifhing-Line to catch Men, and enquires into 
the Analogy that may be obferved between a Worm, 
chat ferves for a Bair, and Jefus Chrift. Such is Father 
Raynaud's Method of treating the greateft Myfteries of 
Chriftianity. 

That Jeduit writ a Treatife concerning the Seven An- 
thems beginning with an O, that are fung before Chrift- 
mas, and made Seven Difcourfes upon O, confidered une 
der thefe Seven Heads ; 1. Asa Letter of the Alphabec. 
2. AsaNoun. 3. Asa Cypher. 4. Asa Verb. 5. As 
an Adverb. 6. AsanInterjection. 7. As a Symbol of 
feveral Things. He took great Pains to adapt all thofe 
Significations and Symbols to Jefus Chrilt. 

The XV. and XVI. Volumes of Theophilus are entitled, 
Heteroclita C» Anomala Pietatis, and contain an Account 
of many irregular Pragtices, introduced into the Wor- 
fhip of God and the Saints, Gc. through Ignorance and 
Superftition. 

In the Year 1669. there came outa XXth Volume of 
Father Raynaud, coniitting of feveral Treatifes, which he 
never owned, becaule they were tao Satyrical. One of 
thofe Treatifes is entitled, Calvinifmus beftiarum religio. 
He undertakes very ferioufly to prove that Calvin:{m is 
the Religion of Beafts. His firft Argument for it, is, 
That in God's Diffienary all Sinners are Beatts; and there- 
fore the Hereticks muft needs be fo, fince they are the 
greateft Sinners. Secondly, becaufe the Fathers trequente 
ly beftow upon the Hereticks the Names of feveral forts 
of Beafts, whercof he gives a large Alphabetical Cata- 
logue, from the Letter A to the Letter Z. Thirdly, 
becaufe Calvinifm reduces Men to the Condition of Beafts, 
by depriving them of their Liberty, which is the peculi. 
ar Charasier of Man. Father Raynaud inferted thefe 
Werds in the Title Page of that Book, Bewedicize enmucs bro 

fia © pecora Domino, Dan. 3. He never owned this 
Book, becaufe it contains alfo fome fharp Reflexions upon 
the Dominicans. 

I thall give Two Inftances of the Oddnefs of fome Ti- 
thes of his Books. The Fourth Piece , contain’d in the 
XXth Volume, is entitled, Tomas Hurtado Clericus Regulas 
ris minor, vulgo pelofus in refoletione controverfia de commun: - 
ene pro mortuis vulfus ac depilatus, a Leodegario Quintine A- 
duo S.T. D. 

The next Piece was alf written againft the fame Au- 
thor, with this Tithe ; Theoingia antequa de veri Atartyrsi 
adequate fumpti motions ad fpumofam xgivodc pete Or frugofam 
Taratentara Thoma Hurtade buscaferre: de Soir , iterate wubft 
acdepilass. To underftand thoic Two Titles, | muft ob- 
ferve that the Regular Clerks are calid Pe@in aly, and 
that Father Raynaud alludes in the fecond litle to the E- 
domites deftended from Sfau, who was Hairy. 

One of the moft violent aad fatyricat Books of Theophi- 
lus Raynaed, is thae which he writ againft the Dominicans, 
with this Title. De immunitate Audforum Cyriacoram a con- 
Suna Diatriba Petri a Valle Cleyfa, S.T D. He char 
them, among other things, with falfe Miracles and f. 
Revelations, and pretends that they have fuppofed and 
falihied feveral Books. 


JOHN BAPTIST THIERS, a Native of Chartres, Bache~ 
lor of Divinity of the Faculey of Paris, and Curate of 
Vibrat in the Diocefs of Mans, wheregie compofed feve- 
ral Books, died in March i703. 1 fhall only mention feme 
of his beft Performances. 

In the Year 1673. he writ a French Differtation upon 
this Inicription % over the Gate of the Convent of the

** of St. Francis with Jefus Chrift Thac Book, which is

“ Year MDX. in gco. It has beem repriated fince at Be- 
“ logue in Folie. 1 have fcern this Edition, and T fhalbics 
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Cordeliers at Rheims : Deo Homin:, C Beato Francifce, usr; 
Cruc’fico : (To the God-Man, and she Bleffid Francis rie 
crucified) Such a Parallel between Jetus Chrift and St 
Francis afforded the Author a juft Reaton to write a Bo 
upon that Subjeét. : 

In 1679. he publifh’d a French Treatife concerning Sy 
perftitions, wher¢in he takes notice of many Super fit. 
ous Praftices, and exclaims againft them. Dr. dy pix dia 
not think fit to give us an Extract of that Book : He o 
ly tells usin general , That M. Thiers makes fevera] rt 
ous Enquiries, and difcovers many Super ftitions that moft 
People are ignorant of, 

M. Thiers was engaged ina Difpute with the Archde 
cons, who pretend chat after the Death of a Curate they 
have a Right to take his Bed, his Horfe, his Cloaths, ¢ 
Having reiolved to maintain the Rights of Curates againgt 
Archdeacons, he publifh’d a Treatife entitl’d, De ig 4 
powille des Curez, wherein he fhewed that according to the 
Canons, Ordinances, Oc. the Archdeacons can lay a 
Claim to the Goods of a Curate after his Deceafe, Thar 
Book came cut in 1683. 

In the Year 1686. he put out a Treatife concerpin 
Games and Diverfions. He obferves that the grestel 
Saints did not fcruple to play. St. Jgnatius de Loyola, fays 
he, being defired one day to play at Biliards, did not 
fule to do it, and was fo plainly affifted by Heaven | thar 
though he could not play, yet he won all the while. M 
Thiers does not approve playing at Chefs, becaufe thar 
Game is too Serious, and requires too great an Applicati. 
on. He mentions what Joannes Sarisberienfis , Cajeran 
Navarrus,King James,and Montagne, fay again{t that Game 
He adds, that Lewis 1X. forbad all his Subje&s to play 
at it ; that fome Councils did alfo forbid the Clergy to 
ufe that Diverfion ; and that Cardinal. Peter Damian con. 
demned a Bifhop to make Penance for playing at Chefs. 

In 1683. M. Thiers publifh’d a Differtation, whereig 
he exclaims agrintt improper Foundations; and approves 
this Paflage of the Author of a Book entitled, 1° Idée dy 
bon Ecclefiafique. If I was able to make a Foundation, | 
would make ane te [uppre{s moft Foundations ; becaufe they are 
very imprudently made, and occafion the Damuation of thofe 
Pricfts, who perform moft wretchedly the Duties incumbent up- 
out 

The Bifhop of Aker is of the fame Opinion concern. 
ing Foundations, Jf yeu give (fays he) your Efare to the 
Clergy, they will make good cheer, and neglel? the Daties im- 
pofed upom them. Befides, there is fome Vanity in making 
Foundations : Self-love prompts Men to perpetuate their Memory 
by fuck means. “Tis not long P so the Cuftom of founding 
Maffes bas becn introduced: In former times, thofe whe gave - 
any thing to the Clergy, did only recommend themfelves tothe 
Prayers of the Church. Such Liberalitres were more holy and 
difiuterefted. 

M. Tiers quotes in the fame Book a remarkable Paf- 
fage of Nicotas de Clemangis againft New Holy-Days, 
That Author complains, That the Churches admitted New 
Feats every day, when thep got famething by it ; That they 
turn d out God, to put the Saints in his room, and {poiled their 
Books of Ceremonies, to infert thofe New Saints. 

The Hiftory of Perwigs is one of the moft Curious 
Books publifh’d by M. Thiers: He defign’d it againft thofe 
Ecclefiafticks, who are not contented to wear their own 
Hair, The Year r629. (fays he) is the Epoch of Pere 
wigs in France. He maintains, thac no Clergyman wore 
a Perwig before the Year 1660. and pretends that there 





“* down the Title of it. Liber aureus infcripeus Liber Cone 
‘* formitatum vita Beati ac Seraphiti Patris Francifci ad vie 
* pam, Sef Chrifis Domini Nofri. Bonnie apud Alexandenm 
Benatcum 159°. Dr. Erajmus Albere, a Divine of Bran 
denburg, made an Extra& of it, without any Alreration, 
and entitled ic dlcoran. That <Alcoran was Reprinted 
’ at Genewa by Conrad. Badins in the Year 156e. in 8s. 
to which Badius added a Second Book. The Title of 
this Second Edimon runs thus: L’ Alconaw des Cordcliers 
tant cn Latin quien Francois, &c.

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is no Inftance of it in Antiquity. He obferves, that 
Cardinal de Richeliew was the fict who wore a Calor; 
and chat the Bifhop of Evreux having prefixed to the Life 
of St. Francis de Sales, ( which he prefented to Pope 
Alexander VIII.) & Stamp wherein that Saint appeared 
with a Leather Cap on, the Pope had much ado to ac. 
cept that Book, artended with fuch an Irregularity. M. 
Thiers exclaims againft thofe Ecclefiafticks, who powder 
their Perwigs, and wear them of a different Colour 
from their own Hair. He anfwers the Arguments, 
that may be alledg'd in Favour of the Clergy. As 
for what concerns their Beard and their Bands ; he 
fays no Ecclefiaftick wore a Band before the Middle 
of the Laft Century. There have been many Varia- 
tions about their Beard. Sometimes Shaving was Jook'd 
upon as a kind of Effeminacy, and a Jong Beard ap- 
pear'd very fuitable with the Sacerdotal Gravity ; and 
fometimes a Venerable Beard was accounted a Piece 
of Pride and Sratelinefs. When Cardinal da’ Axgennes 
went about to take Pofleffion of his Bifhoprick of Mans 
in 1556. he wanted an Exprefs Order from the King to 
be admitted with his long Beard, which he could not re- 
folve to cut, M. Thiers acknowledges thofe Variations 
about the Beard ; but he maintains, that the Difcipline 
has been conftant and uniform as to Perwigs; and 
therefore he fays they ought to be laid afide, and be- 
feeches the Pope and the King to fupprefs fuch a No- 
velty. 

He attack’d about the latter end of his Life Two fa- 
mous Relicks ; viz. the Shrine of St. Firmin in the Ca- 
thedral of Amiens, and the Holy Teat of Vendome. It was 
generally believed that the Body of St. Firmin, Confef- 
for, and Third Bifhop of Amiens , lay in the Cathedral 
Church of thac City ; but forme Workmen digging about 
the Foundations of another Church of Notre Dame de 
St. Acheul, near one of the Gates of Amiens, founda 
Vaule with Five Tombs in it, one of which had this In- 
{cription upon it : Hic Firminu Epifcopus pan! Ge in pace: 
Here lies the Body of Bifbop Firmin. The Epitaph of 
Fauftinian, Father of St. Firmin, appeared upon another 
Tomb. ‘Tis agreed that St. Firmin was buried in that 
place ; but tis faid that his Body was removed into the 
Cathedral of Amiens. M. Thiers denies ic ; and maintains, 
thac when the Shrine was open’d in the Prefence of the 
Dean, a Canon, 2 Goldfmith, and a Lockfmith, they 
found nothing in it but feveral Iron-Bars , that made it 
very heavy. This he proves by 4 formal Declara jo, 
which the Lockfmith gave him under his own Hand. 
This Book was printed in 1695. and fupprefs’d. I have 
faid fomething of M. Tiiers’s Letter concerning the Holy 
Sear, in one of my Extracts of che Bibliothegae Critique ; 
and I fhall have occafion to mention it again before the 
End of this Year. 

That Author publifh’d in 1752. a Moral Treatife with 
this Title ; De la plus folide C& la plas neceffaire, & fowvent 
la plus negligée de toutes les Devotions. He gives a parti- 
cular Account of many Superftitious Practices, that 
have heen introduced in the room of the moft Effertial 
Duties of Religion. There is a Collettion of many 
Superftitious and Abfurd Prayers made by Sal’cer, Abbot 
of Bongart, in the Diocefe of Strasburg. ‘That Cotle&i- 
on is entitled, L’ sutidote del Ame. M Thiers does very 
Much exclaim agzinft that Book, and does not fpare che 
Prayers of St. Brigit, that of Thirty Days , the Seven Fors 
of the Virgin, the Obfecre, the Stabat Mater, &. We cer 
fures in a particular manner the Book of Father Barri, a 
Jetuit, entitled, Le Paradis ouvert 4 Philagie par Cent Dem 
wotions a la Mere de Diet. He looks upon the Worthip 

id to thofe Bodies that are found in the Catacombs, a9 
a fhameful Abufe, &c. 

Fwo other Volumes of the Treatife concerning Super- 
ftitions have been printed after the Death of M. Thrers, 
Thefe Superfticions concern the Mafs, Confeflion, Indul- 
gences, Extreme-Unction, the Holy Orders, and Mar- 
riage. He obferves apom Confeffion , that forme Greek 
Abbeffes defired the Patriarch of Antioch to give them 
leave teconfefs their Nans, and chat the Patriarch would 
hot grantir. Some other Abbefies in Spain fate upon the 
Conteflion-Chair of their own Authority and 
afcended the Pulpit. Pope Honorius IIT. difliking that Fe. 
male Zeal, order'd the Bifhops of Valencia and Burgos to 
rc Peain it.

Thefe Memoirs confift of many Authentick Pieces. 
M. de Valbonnet, Firft Prefident of the Chamber of Ac- 
compts at Grenoble, has confulted the Records of that 
Court ; and the choice of his Materials difcovers his great 
Judgment. He never eee to write a compleat Hifto- 

of Dauphine ; and therefore he has confined himfelf to 
that Pare of it, which concerns the Reign of the laft 
Dauphin, being contented to give a general Notion of fome 
of his Predeceffors. 

There are in this Work Five Preliminary Difcourfes, 
to which the Author has prefixed a Geographical Map of 
Dauphine, made by M. de life, Member of the Royal A- 
cademy of Sciences, with a French Explication of the La- 
tin Names inferted in that Map. In the firft Difcourfe, 

M. de Valbonnet traces up the Origin of the Dauphins of 

fiennois, The Four next Difcourlés contain a general In- 
itru@tion about the Form of Government eftablifh’d in 
Dauphine under the Princes mention’d in this Book. Each 
of thofe Difcourfes is attended with feveral Authentick 
Pieces to prove the Faés contain’d inthem. In the next 
Place, there is an Hiftorical Journal, taken from the Acts 
inferted in thefe Memoirs, and from fome other Ancient 
Pieces ; whereby the Hiftory of Dauphine is carried from 
the Year 1312. to the Year 1355. by pt te is at- 
tended with an Account of the Houfhold of the laft Dau- 
phin Humbert Il. All thofe feveral Pieces make up almoft 
onehalf of the Volume. The remaining Part contains 
284 Original Writings to prove the Hiftory of the laft 
Dauphins fpoken of in thefe Memoirs. The Author has 
added to them Learned Notes, wherein he has inferted 
many Hiftorical Fats , and feveral Particulars relating to 
the Cuftoms of Dauphine, &c. 

The Chief Defign of M. de Valbonnet, was to publith 
a Colle&tion of Authentick Pieces relating to the Hiftory 
of HUMBERT II. the laft Dauphin, or Sovereign of 
Dauphine. That Prince yielded his States to Philip de Va- 
low, King of France,ppon Condition that the 4PP 4RENT 


HEIR of the Crown fhould bear the Title of DaupHIN 
for the Time to come. Humbert having loft his only Son 
who died at Two Years of Age, had little Hopes of get. 
ting other Children ; befides he was extremely defirous 
to put his Subjects under a powerful Protefion. Thofe 
Reafons feem to have moved him to transfer his Domi. 
nions to the Crown of France. He was then about 31 
Years old, Philip de Valois reje&ted none of the Condi. 


tions propofed to him for that Succeffion in the Year 


1343- The Year following , john Duke of Normandy 
Son of Philip de Valois, engaged the Dauphin Hum- 
bert to make another Tranfaction with him, which 
may be call’d a New Conveyance ; fince the Duke 
John, Eldeft Son of the Houfe of France, his Chil- 
dren, and all his Pofteriry , were appointed ta 
fucceed the Dauphin , to che Prejudice of Phj- 
lip Duke of Orleans, who had been nominated 
to be his Heir by the firft Tranfa&tion. But this 
Affair was not fully concluded before the Year 1349. 
when Humbert return’d from a Crufade of which he had 
been the Head. That Prince being refolved ro leave the 
World, the King of France fent him fome Deputies to 
make him new Offers, and to confirm him in his Defign 
of abdicating. The Negotiation began at Tournom in the 
Month of February, and was carried on in March at Ro- 
mans, where the A&t of Conveyance was fully concluded, 
This Treaty was not exaétly the fame with thofe of 
1343, and 1344. efpecially with Refpe& to the Perfon of 
the Succeflor. The Choice fell upon Charles , eldeft 
Son of the Duke of Normandy, to be from that very 
time invefted with the Rights of che Sovereignty, 
The Parties had an Interview at Lyons the 16th of july, 
where Humbert yielded his States to Prince Charles, and 

ut him in Pofleffion of them , by delivering to him the 
icepter, the Ring, the Banner, and the Ancient Sword 
of Dauphine. | 

The Dauphin Humbert left the World the next day after 

that Ceremony ; and that very day he took the Habit of 
St. Dominick at Lyons. _ rom that time he was only call’d 
Brother Humbert, and wholly confined himfelf to the 
Duties and Exercifes of his Profeflion. He left Dauphine 
about the latter end of the fame Year, and went to 4: 
vignon, where he was Ordained by the Pope on Chrifima:- 
day. A Week after he was Confecrated Patriarch of 
Alexandria. In the fame Year he was made Adminiftra- 
tor of the Archbifhoprick of Rheims , and continued to 
be fo till he died ; which happen’d at Clermont in Au- 
vergne, the 22d. of May, 1355. His Body was carried to 
the Convent of the Dominicans at Paris , and buried ia 
the Choir of their Church, near Queen Clementia, Sifter 
of Beatrix of Hungary , his Mother. Their Monuments 
are to be feen ftill on both Sides of the Great Altar.
